^(^V Claim 16 (new): In the building structure of claim 1 1 , wherein the column support 
for each of said columns comprises a column-supporting leveling plate above each of 
said footings, a plurality of bolts having lower portions embedded in, and upper portions 
projecting above, each of said footings, first nuts threaded on the upper portions of said 
bolts, said plates being supported on said first nuts, and second nuts threaded on the 
upper portions of said bolts and clamping said plates down on said first nuts. 

Claim 1 7 (new): In the building structure of claim 16, wherein said footings are 
placed around a floor area of the building structure, a sub-floor extends over the floor 
area, and a finished floor extends over the sub-floor, said sub-floor, before installation of 
the finished floor, being adapted to receive weather-protected building and support 
materials and mobile equipment useful in the year-around construction of the building 
structure. 

Claim 18 (new): In the building structure of claim 17, wherein said sub-floor is 
substantially horizontal except for a peripheral, marginal edge portion of said sub-floor 
which slopes downwardly in a direction away from the building structure to prevent frost 
by water accumulation. — 
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
